ago—and for the tires of Smithtield, the dragonnades of 
the Cevennors, the massacres of St. Bartholowe w, and of 
1641? Do we notfind in that communion men of hamani- 
ty, ol ele gant literature, engaging manners, soun 1 science, 
and fervent pic ty? These questions would have weight, cid 
im the acts of the Court of Rome any com- 
puneticn for her past violences; did she express her ib- 
horvence of the principle, * that no faith is to be kept with 
heretics,” and abjure the dogmas of Jesuitic morality. But 
until this is done, she must be held responsible to the world 
indeed she will be to God, when He maketh inquisi- 
tion for blood. 

The refinement of modern maaners, the withholding of 
objectionable articles of faith, in seothing conversations 
maintained with inquirers, the specious glosses put on ex- 
pressions startling to the lover of Seriptural simplicity— all 
these might seem to say, Rome has changed, and is far dif- 
ferent from that power which Luther and Zuingle, Melanc- 
then, Calvin and Bueer. and the host of reformers combat- 
ed. But the high tone of her present publications clauns§ 
an unchanged and unchangeable character for her faith and 
lier practice. 

Ik is not therefore to be wondered at, that this whole sub- 
ject is awakening investigation. Indeed the Wonder is, 
rather, that curiosity has slept so long—and that watchmen 
themselves have slumbered. Specially is itto be regretted, 
that that important part of our tert itury, concerning which 
we are accustomed to hear that it will speedily, by its abun- 
dant population, give law to our Union, has been left open 
so long to the enterprises of Rome; and has obtained from 
the eller portion of our population so scanty means of re- 
sistance to a persevering and specious hierarchy. How im- 
portant itis in the sight of Romanists this paper will soon 
evince. lad it been in our eyes a8 important at the com- 
mencement of this century, and bad those means been in op- 
eration, which our tardy zeal is now employing, how dif- 
terent the result from that we have reason to apprehend !

| best at Rome to erect the Episcopate at Baltimore ‘into a 
Metropolitan or Archiepiscopal See, and to establish four 
j new sufiragan dioceses: namely, Boston, New York, Phil- 
| adelphia, and Bardstown in Kentucky.’ This was accord- 
ingly carrie! into effect «with great pomp and solemnity.’ 
| Previous \ this period, New Orleans had been erected 
| into a bishopric, and in 1820 those of Richmond and Charles- 
ton were added, All these are intitled from the places 
| where they are constituted, as in countries connected with 
the Romish government, or as is done in Episcopal Eng- 
' land—there being no occasion, such is the American liber- 
| ality or indifference, for the ecclesiastical figment, in par- 
tibus infidelium. Singular, therefore, as is the sound, 
Boston, the capital of che puritans, is designated as an epis- 
copate subject to Rome. At her court, doubtless, this has 
| been regarded as no small triumph, and on this side the wa- 
ter appears no trifling anomaly. 
To the above episcopal sees that of Ohio has been sub- 
sequently added, and is denominated from Cincinnati, the 
| principattown, where the bishop's eathedral was consecra- 
ted, Dec. 17, 1826. Mobile has likewise been created an 
| episcopate by Pius VIII, the present Pope. 
It remains pat something be remarked in reference to the

Tv no toay of men whatever has the See of Rome been 
more deeply indebted than to this, for active, persevering 
| and devoted service. Of their former history, their flexible 
principles, the abilities and accomplishments of their most 
distinguished members—the extent of their missions, their 
estimation in courts, and influence in the cabinets of princes 
—little need be said. Tt is a subject of general notoriety 
and familiar to all who read.® Equally known is the hatred 
this celebrated suciety excited even in kingdoms,like France, 
Spain, and Portugal, devoted, and the latter too almost 
| blindly, to the interests of the See of Rome. This odium 
| demanded at length the suppression of the order, which it 
' was the glory of Ganganelli (in the eyes of the Protestants 
at least, as wellas of the petitioners) ultimately to eflect in 
1776. Rumor said it cost his life.

ROMAN CATHOLIC INFALLIBILITY. 

* Question. Can the [Roman Catholic] Church err 

in what she teaches ?° 

« dnsucr. No; she cannot err in matters of faith.’ 

Fenwick’s Catechism. 
In your last paper I made some introductory 
| remarks on the Catechisin from which this ques- 
tion and its answer are taken; and, since the 
| Bishop of the diocess of Boston modestly claims 
| that we, “every man, hold and keep ENTIRE and 
rviotate the [Roman] Catholic Faith, or with- 
out doubt, perish everlastingly,” it would seem 
| very proper that our Awerican citizens should be 
well instructed in all the great doctrines peculiar 
to this faith: else some of us may inadvertently 
infract some of the rules of the Infallibte Church, 
and incur the displeasure of the Priesthood. ‘This 
would be fearful. Without further genuflection 
to the dignitaries of the Boston diocess, therefore, 
| I hasten,to lay before your readers an extract from 
“THE CONFITEOR,” contained in the Bishop's Cat- 
echism. This word, “ Confiteor” is Latin, and is 
employed in preference to the English word con- 
fession, probably, out of respect to the literary taste 
of the great body of Roman Catholics iu this coun- 
try. Confiteor means, 1 confess or make confes- 
| sion, as it will be seen in the extract, which is as 
| fullows. 

“I confess to Almighty God, to the blessed 
Mary ever virgin, to blessed Michael the Archangel, 
to blessed John the Baptist, to the Holy Apostles, St. 
Peter and St. Paul, and to all the Saints, that I have 
sinned erceedingly in thought, word and deed, 
through my fault, through my fault, through my most 
grievous fault. Therefore, Lbescech the blessed Mary 
ever virgin, ble essed Mir hael the Archangel, blessed 
John the Baptist, the Holy Apostles, St. Peter and St. 
Paul, and all the Saints, to pray the Lord our God 
Sor me.” 

Some of your readers, who have nothing but the 
Bible to teach them how they may approach God 
and pray to Him with acceptance, may have 
thought there is but “one Mediator between God 
and man, the man Curist Jesus 3” whereas they 
are taught in this “ Confiteor,” that there are not 
a few Mediators. Here are Mary, and Michael, 
and John the Baptist,and Peter and Paul, and all 
the saints.

IS THE BIBLE FROM GOD? 
The ground of controversy has contracted it- 
self daily during the last half century ;—the gro- | 


tesque and many-colored forms of ancieut heresy | 
have disappeared, and the existing differences of | 
opinion, some of which are indeed of vital conse- 
quence, all draw round a single controversy, | 
the tinal decision of which it is hard to believe 
shall long be deferred ; for the minds of men are 
pressing towards it with an unusual intentness.— 
This great question relates to the authority of 
Holy Seripture ; and the professedly Christian 
world is divided upon it into three parties, com- 
preheading all smaller varieties of opinion. 

The first of these parties—constituted of the 
Romish Chureh and its disguised favourers, af- | 
firms the subordination of the authority of Serip-

slavery and of ignorance, which the mere progress 
| of knowledge and of civil liberty must overthrow, 
| if it be not tirst exploded by cther means. 
The second party comprises the skeptical sects 
| of the Protestant world, which agree in affirming 
the subordination of Scripture to the dogmas of | 
natural theology; in other words, to every man’s 
notion of what religion ought to be. These sects, 
having no barrier between themselves and pure 
deism, are continually dwindling by desertions to 
infidelity ; nor will be able to hold their slippery 
footing on the edge of Christianity, a day after a 
general revival of serious piety has taken place. 
The third party, comprehending the great ma- 
| jority of the Protestant body, bows reverently, 
} and implicitly, and with intelligent conviction, to 
the absolute authority of the word of God, and 
knows of nothing in theology that is not affirmed 
| or fairly imphed therein. The differences exist- 
ing within this party, how much soever they may | 
| be exaggerated by bigots, will vanish as the mists 
of the morning under the brightness of the sun, | 
whenever a retreshment of pious feeling descends | 
| upon the Church. They consist, in part, of mere | 
misunderstandings of abstract phrases—unknown 
to the language of Scripture ; in part, they hinge 
| upon political constitutions, of which so much as is 
substantially evil is by no means of desperate in- 
veteracy; in part, these differences are nothing 
better than the lumber of antiquity—the worth- 
| less relics of forgotten janglings, handed down 
from father to son, but now, by so many trans- 
missions, worn away to an extreme slenderness, 
and quite ready to crumble into the dust of ever- 
lasting forgettulness. Men shall not always so 
| remain children in understanding as that the les- 
| ser shall be preferred to the greater; nor shall it 
always be that the substantial sin of schism shall 
be incurred and vindicated on the ground of ob- 
scure historical questions, fit only to amuse the 
idle hours of the antiquary. This trifling with 
things sacred must come to its end, and the great 
law of love must triumph, and the Christian 
Church henceforward have “ one Lord, one faith, 
one baptism.”’—Hist. Entb.

MARITIME PENITENT YOUNG WOMAN'S 
REFUGE. 


From a late London paper, we learn that a meetiig was 
held in that city on the 4th of January, at Galilee Chapel, 
to take measures for establishing an institution with this 
title, for the purpose of providing an abode and employ- 
ment with the hope of ultimately placing out in service or 
restoring to their friends, such young women as are reduced 
to want, disease and misery, by their guilty intercourse with 
sailors in the British ports. There already exist in London 
several similar institutions of a general nature, such as 
“the Magdalen,”’ the “female Penitentiary,”’ the “ Guar- 
dian,”’ and * the Metropolitan Female Asylum,’’ but “the 
Maritime Penitent Young Woman’s Refuge ;”’ will be con- 
fined exclusively to the seafaring district on both sides of 
the Thames, and to naval sea-porte, that its benefits may 
be restricted to those unhappy females who have mixed in 
haunts of infamy frequented by sailors, or who visit East 
India ships at Northfleet aud Gravesend, or men-of-war in 
Deptford, Woolwich, Chatham, Sheerness, Portsmonth, 
Plymouth, and Milford ; * one great object of the institu- 
tion being to thin the ranks of maritime tempters, and save 
sailors as much as possible from those disgraceful abontna- 
tions in England, that make them such a stumbling-block to 
foreign missions, and so great a curse to the nations of the 
earth whose shores they visit.’’ Y. Obs.

In the Swedish Diet, it has been usual for some years to 
present a petition annually requiring the expulsion of the 
Jews from Sweden. The petition was presented again 
last year according to custom, and was rejected. 


The Russian government, by a law dated December 1828,

John Buxtorf, an eminent Calvinistic divine, was born 
at Carnen, in Westphalia in 1564. He was Professor of 
the Hebrew and Chaldaic languages at Basil ull his death 
in 1629—a period of 38 years.—Many Grammatical and 
Lexicographical works from his pen were published after 
his death by his son—the ablest of which is his Lexicon 
Chaldaicum, Talmudium et Kabbinicum—a work necessary 
to a correct understanding of the learning of the Rabbins. 
His son, of the same name, was not less renowned for Bi- 
blical and oriental learning, and was the author of a great 
many critical works relating to Rabbinical learning. He 
was born in 1599 and died 1664.

FREE LABOR IN THE ISLE OF FRANCE.

Free Chinese laborers, however, have been recently iatro= 
duced, by the way of experiment, med we are hay py lo learn 
sith so much success, that eimilar attempts will probably be 
made in other slave ceuntries.

In our paper of the 28th ult. we gave an extract of a let- 
ter from Port Louis, announcing the arrival of 400 Chinese 
laborers from Sincapore, by way of experiment as to the 
advantage of employing them, being fiee, in the agricultural 
labor of that country, over the use of slaves. We are now 
enabled to estate, that advices from that place, within the 
present weck, deeeribe the result of that experiment as be- 
ing decidedly in favor of free labor, and that a farther and 
numerous importation was daily expected of similar labor- 
ers from Sineapore, and of a probably better description 
from the coast of Malabar. : N. ¥. Obs.

A SABBATH FOR THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The following provision of the Constitution of the United 
States, a; peare to us, rather to countenance the idea, whiels 
the friends of Sabbath Mails, and « specially Col. Johusou’s 
Report, so strenuously oppose ;—that is, that the Constitu- 
tion recognizes a Sabbath : 

Tf any bill shall not be returned by the President, with- 
| in ten days (Sundays excepted) afier it shall have been pre- 

sented to him, the same shall be a law, in like manner as if 
he had signed it, unless the congress, by their adjourn= 
ment, prevent ite return; in which case it shall not be a 
law.”” 

After reading the above, it will not Le denied that there is 
a constitutional provision that the President of the U.S. 
may suspend his usual business on the first day of the week. 
Ifthe President needs the rest of the Sabbath, or, if it is 
necessary that be should have an opportunity to attend to 
the concerns of hia sonl, and to worship God on that day, 
we ask whether stage-drivers, and Post Masters ave not 
equally entitled to the privilege of resting from their libors, 
and whether the presvation of their morals from the des- 
tructive influence of Sabbath breaking, is not worthy of the 
attention of Congress, and manifi stl? within the fiunits of 
their constitutional powert—or is it according to our repub- 
lican Constitution, that the privileges of the Sabbath are 
granted to the President, and denied to Post Masters and 
stage drivers. If it is so, it is time the pec ple should un- 
derstand it. If it is so, the Constitution has not been 
slandered when it has been called ‘a nose of war.”

The Rev. D. Barling, Missionary, ander date of Tahiti, April 27, 
1829, thas writes to the Directors :— 

The work of the Lord still prospers at Tahiti; 
and although many enemies of the elurch ot 
Christ here, have risen up, We rejoice to say that 
the faith of thousands remains unshaken. 

You would delight to witness our congrega- 
tions when assembled to worship “ the living aud 
true God.” The number of hearers is great, 
their attention good, and many note down the 
heads and particulars, as they fall from the lips of 
the speaker. Ata meeting I have with my peo- 
ple on the Sabbath evening, a great number will 
repeat the feailing parts of the discourses they 
dave heard in the course of the day, or on the 
‘Tueaday evening previous. 

The whole of the New Testament is now read, 
with facility and delight, by many at all the sta- 
tions. And, what is better than all, we have had 
undoubted proofs that not a few who have been 
removed by death, have died in the fuith, and are 
gene to-glory, through the blood of God’s dear 
Son, the ever blessed Redeemer of mankind. 

At Tahiti the gospel has taken so deep a root, 
that all that the enemies of the canse can say, 
can never stop its growth. Let such persons go 
to the Fegees, to the Navigator’s or Marquesas 
groups of islands, an then they will see what the 
gospel has done for Tahiti.

Boki had engaged some of the foreigners to assist 
him; told his plan to the king, and requested him to take 
his train and go to another partof the island, and stay while 
he carried his plan into execution. He had tried previously 
to make the king dissatisfied with Kaahumanu, and preten- 
ded she was preferring the claims of young Tamehameha 
(son of Kinau) to the kingddom.—But, God be praised, the 
king, instead of listening to his guardian, went immediately 
and divulged the plan. It had been known for several 
weeks, that mischief was on foot; and we knew that some 
of the chiefs felt very uneasy, not Knowing what etand the 
king would take. [shall leave you to imagine how I felt 
some of those nights. My husband had just begun to recov- 
er from his sickness. I had an infant’ in my arms, "Tis 
true, we had heard no designs agaist the missionaries ; but 
what had they to expect, when the chiefs were ent off, mere- 
ly because they upbraided iniquity. ‘There was one night, 
in particular, when things stood at the crisis. 
forget it. fF put ona long night-gown, and kept iny lamp 
burning. Dr. J. went to sleep early, and slept very sound- 
ly owing to his state of health; but'l kept watch, rising at 
the least noise, and looking out at the window, to see if all 
was quiet. The moon shone bright ever the plains and 
mountains, and T could not discover the least moving erea- 
ture; thongh T watched very closely the yard in which the 
chief’ houses stan, trembling every moment lest the foot- 
ttep uf the daring aseassin should interrupt the sacred still- 
ness. TF could bat commend our poor defenceless souls to 
the care of [srael’s God, who never slumbereth nor sleepeth. 
I knew that his cause was sate, and that it w ould eventually
